Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: 

a. Spieces 1: Fig. 1, 2 associate with Claims 1-6, 13, 15-18, 21, 25 
and 26. 

b. Spieces 2: Fig. 3, 4 associate with Claims 7-12, 14, 19-20, and 
22-24. 

2. The spieces are independent or distinct because each of the various 
disclosed spieces details specific characteristic of the following: 

a. A method/an apparatus for producing machine-verifiable printed 
material. 

b. A method for checking authenticity of printed material and a 
computer-usable media containing computer-readable instruction 
for checking authenticity of printed material. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, no 
claims are generic.
